HUMAN NATURE 


TT IS because the world delights in find- 
A 
mg fault that the motto, “ Boost, don’t 
knock, 
or variations of it, preaches from 
so many walls. It seems to most people so 
much easier to find fault than to praise 
and approve. 
One of man’s weaknesses is the sense of 
pleasure he derives from discovering ' a 
weakness in the other fellow. Such discov­ 
eries give the discoverer a delightful feel­ 
ing of superiority , for nearly all criticism 
of the other fellow’s faults boils down to 
this: “ He grades lower than I. Hot dog! 
Three cheers for me, the super-man!” 
There are good people and bad people, 
but human nature varies little between the 
good and bad and in-between. In some de- 
giee the weakness of one are present in 
all. 
The average of normal individual strives 
to be decent and to be considered so by 
society . He would like to be perfect but 
his own imperfections 
can 
not conceal | 
themselves from him. Finding perfection < 
unattainable in himself, it is natural 
f o r 
him to find satisfaction in knowing that it 
j 
is no less elusive to the other fellow. 
When one does something he is ashamed 
of or has a trait which he knows amounts 
to a fault, it doesn’t mean that he is bad 
or insincere in his desire to be decent. It 
indicates merely that he is an ordinary 
human, possessed of the ordinary human’s 
ifnperfections and faults. 
There is alway s the danger, though, that 
the discoverer of anothers’ faults makes

Is Subject o f 
Lecture 


Dr. Hoyt Sherm an of the Fine 
A rts departm ent of Ohio State 
university was the guest speaker 
a t the Monday club meeting last 
evening in the L ibrary trustees’ 
room. 
He gave a splendid lecture 
on "The Basque Country and its 
People.” 
He 
was 
introduced 
by Mrs. 
Charles Gilmore, chairm an of the 
history-geography divlson, which 
sponsored 
the 
program for the 
evening. 
Dr. Sherm an said in part. 
"To understand the particular 
qualities of the Basque people one 
m ust have some knowledge of the 
■ iolitical, social and geographical 
characteritsic 
of 
t he i r 
p r o ­ 
vinces. 
Situated in 
the north­ 
west corner of the Spanish penin­ 
sula they are hemmed in by moun­ 
tains and alm ost barren country. 
This accounts for their isolation 
which has existed from prehistoric 
times. 
Their intense struggle for 
self-preservation for centuries ac­ 
counts for one of their chief char­ 
acteristics, that of independence. 
The Basque country is a veritable 
Garden of Eden as compared with 
the rest of Spain, with a few 
minor exceptions along the coast. 
Its soil is extrem ely rich and com­ 
parable to that of B rittany. They 
are an agricultural and sea-faring 
people although their methods are 
far from modern. 
"Because of their isolation the 
quality that m akes the Basques 
so unique and different from the 
rest of Spain is their language 
which is much more nearly related 
to Finnish or H ungarian than to 
Spanish. 
It is thought by linquis- 
tic experts that their language is 
one of the prim itive dialects of the 
European 
continent 
which 
has 
long since disappeared elsewhere. 
"Unlike their Spanish neighbors 
who are tragic, 
passionate 
and 
austere, the Basques are calm, ap­ 
parently unemotional and content

Weaver, a plain-talking maritime ex- 


pert, was appointed following the Morro 
Castle disaster, in order to snap the Bu- 
reau out of its decade-old doldrums. He 
was assured of a free hand. 


For a while he got it. Personnel and ef- 


ficiency of the Bureau was greatly im- 
proved. 


But recently Johnson has been quietly 


blocking Weaver's reforms. One of his un- 
dercover maneuvers was to sidetrack Wea- 
ver's request for an increased appropria- 
tion so a larger and abler staff of inspec- 
tors could be employed. 


Weaver and his assistants are not taking 


this back-stage sabotaging quietly. They 
are fighting back with considerable vigor. 
His Board of Inspectors held a 
meeting 


and adopted a resolution strongly urging 
the need of additional funds to remedy 
"deplorable 
conditions" existing in the 


agency—a long list of which they includ- 
ed.. 


The resolution was adopted unanimous- 


ly and delivered in person to Johnson. But 
Johnson suppressed the embarrassing doc- 
ument.

Monday Club Meeting 


'The Basque Country" 


Is Subject of 


Lecture 


pa€ 


Dr. Hoyt Sherman of the Fine 


Arts department of Ohio State 
university was the guest speaker 
at the Monday club meeting last 
evening in the Library trustees' 
room. He gave a splendid lecture 
on "The Basque Country and its 
People." 


He was 
introduced by Mrs. 


Charles Gilmore, chairman of the 
history-geography divlson, which 
sponsored the program for the 
evening. 


Dr. Sherman said in part. 
"To understand the particular 


qualities of the Basque people one 
must have some knowledge 'of the 
jjjolitical, social and geographical 
characteritsic of t h e i r 
p r o- 


vlnces. 
Situated in the north- 


west corner of the Spanish penin- 
sula they are hemmed in by moun- 
tains and almost barren country. 
This accounts for their isolation 
which has existed from prehistoric 
times. Their intense struggle for 
serf-preservation for centuries ac- 
counts for one of their chief char- 
acteristics, that of independence. 
The Basque country is a veritable 
Garden of Eden as compared with 
the rest of Spain, \vith a few 
minor exceptions along the coast. 
Its soil is extremely rich and com- 
parable to that of Brittany. They 
are an agricultural and sea-faring 
people although their methods are 
far from modern. 


"Because of their isolation the 


quality that makes the Basques 
so unique and different from the 
rest of Spain is their language 
which is much more nearly related 
to Finnish or Hungarian than to 
Spanish. It is thought by linquis- 
tic experts that their language is 
one of the primitive dialects of the 
European continent which 
has 


long since disappeared elsewhere. 


"Unlike their Spanish neighbors 


who are tragic, passionate and 
austere, the Basques are calm, ap- 
parently unemotional and content 


kto let things go on for centuries 


they are. 
In appearance they 


more nearly resemble the WeV.?— 
short, stocky, dark haired and 
with' large facial features. 
Al- 


though at home the Basques are 
content, like the Chinese, to fol- 
low the ways of their ancestors, 
one strange thing about them is 
that immediately upon leaving 
their country they become very 
successful. 
Chile and Uraquay 


have had Basque presidents. 


"The Basques love their homes. 


Their houses are a combination 
of a Swiss Chalet and an Eliza- 
behtan cottge. The animals—cows, 
pigs, and poultry—occupy the first 
floor and the family the second 
floor. Even though the odors are 
strong 
their houses are very 


clean. 


"The 
Basques are canny 
and 


shrewd and have a sense of humor 
as illustrated by one of their max- 
ims—-'Marry a woman and you 
will have a master'." 


Following the lecture on the 


"Basque Country" Dr. Sherman 
talked briefly on the 
primitive 


cave drawings discovered about 
1850 in north western Spain near 
the Bay of Biscay.
